MAY BE LITTLE LARGER THAN IN 1946 ? 


.. Froduction of timothy seed, wis. forécast today by, the Sires of ‘deddoutiburel 
Eéongnics at 1,476,000 bushels (66,420,000 pounds) of thresher-run seed. This is 
10 percent larger than last year's crop of 1,337,000 bushels (60,165,000 pounds), 
but 1 percent smaller than the 1936-45 average of 1,487,54Q bushels (66, 959 , 500 
pounds)» Larger. crops than last year are in prospect in Ghidy Lrlinois, ‘towel, 
and Missouri, but smaller crops are expected in Pennsylvania and Indiana. Crops in 
Wiscansin end ifinnesota probably will: be about the same as last year. 

. , Acreage for seed this year is forecast ot 413,600 acres, 10 percent larger 
than last year but 3 percent below the 10-year averagee A’ little less of the total 
timothy acreage was cut for hay this year than’ last. The 1947 dlover-timothy hay . 
acreage in thé éight principal timothy- seed producing States is estimated at 14.5 
thn acres, compared with nearly 14.8 million in 1946 and the average of l2e2 
million acres. The August 1 condition of pastures in the eight States averaged 89 
percent of normale-6 points above last year and 14 points above the average for 
that date. 


Yield per acre, forccast at 3.57 bushels (161 pounds), is the same as in 
1946 ond slirhtly larger thon the average of 3.44 bushols (155 pounds). Yield per 
# acre in eéch of the States except Indiana and Iowa is expected to bo the some as 
last year, or a little lorger, The Indiona od Iowa yields are indicated to be 
smaller than in 1946, 


Loss in cleaning the seed this year, estimated at 8 percent, may be: slightly 
smaller than last year (8.2 percent) but slightly lorger than the 1941-45 average 
of 7.9 percents The disposition survey made last spring indicated that 79, percent 
of the 1946 crop*of timothy seed was sold to dealers, if this. perccontage | prevails

the 1947 crop of redtop seed in Missouri is forocast at 4.3 million pounds 

of clean seed by the Bureau of Agricultural Economics. This compares with 4.5 

million pounds last year and 7 million pounds in 1945. I is estimated thet oan . 


equivelent of 57,000 acres of straight redtop seed were harvested in Missouri from 
fields of nearly pure redtop and also from mixtures of redtop. and timothys This 
compares with 64,000 acres last year and 70,000 acres in 1945, 


Yiold per acre in Missouri is expected to be about 75 pounds of clean sced 
compared with 70 pounds last year ond 100 pounds in 1945. Adding the IMissouri 
production to that of Illinois, which was forecast on July 22 at 9.9 million 
pounds, gives a total production for the two States of 14.2 million pounds compared 
with 16,1 million pounds in 1946 and 223 million pounds in 1945, 


Farm cerry-over in Missouri is estimated at 25,000 poundse This added to the 
Illinois carry-over of 40,000 pounds, gives a total farm céarrysover of 65,000 
pounds compared with 450,000 pounds last year. On June 30, dealers in the 
United States ecrried over 5,733,000 pounds of redtop secd compared with 11,332,000 
pounds a yoar carlicr ond the 1941-45 average of 11,316,000 poundse 
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
